State 
Forest Servico working in.a steop 
gorge on .the edgo of .the 


Kaingaroa plaine found a shallow 


cave, 4ft. to 12ft. deep, 7ft. high, 
and extending about 80ft. along 
the baso of the cliff, On-the back 
wall of the. cave the carvings 
‘wero found. ” TROY wore rough 


bas-reliefs of ‘carioos, some 30in} - 


‘all, grouped in. fours or singly. 
The canoos vary -in length from 
3ft. to 8ft. . They have high stern 


framos, but forward ‘differ from [ 


the known forms of Maori canoe 
in that thoy havo o Greek or 
Egyptian boak on the water-line 
and a high projecting platform. 
This suggests 2 ramming beak 
end boarding platform, but in the 
records of Maori sea-fights there 
is no mention of ramming tactics.

A now Reptile House, which is 
to be bogun at once, will form the 
second stage in an extensive im- 
provomont of the Zoological Gar- 
dons, says’ the -Times;, Tho firat 
stage, the construction. of- the 
Monkey Hill and the Experimen- 
tal Monkey. House, was: carried 
out this year. Tho third stigo 
consists of the transf{érmuation of 
the present Roptile, Houso in'o a 
Small Bird House, and the build- 
ing of a Parrot Houso and of out- 
door aviaries on ‘adjoining sites, 
The final stage, the erection of a 
large house with autdoor exges 
for all thé apes and monkeys now 
scattered through” the’ Gardens, 
will bo the most costly, and must 
follow .the others. The Reptile 
Housd now to bo; repinced was 
opened in 1883, the cost boing met 
mainly from the enhanced re- 
vonuc due to public concern over 
the sale of “Jumbo.” Since then J 
knowledge has increased of the 
requisites for keoping reptiles in 
captivity, and the exporience 
gained by the Zovlogical Socioty’s 
officers has been embodied in 
skotch plans, which have beon 
handed to Mr. Guy Dawbor, Pre- 
sident of the Royal Society of

WAR ON RATS. 


Rats area perpetual trouble at 
‘the Zoo, using up the food, damag- 
ing flowers, making holes in 
buildings and the ground, and no 
doubt helping to spread diseuso. 
Most of the animalsseem to tole- 
rato them, but they kill n certain 
number of young birds and mam- 
mals. They also attact, from the 
surrounding houses many cats, 
which,.in their turn, do occasion- 
al damage. ' But tho Zoo is tole- 
ant of cats; some “intruders aro 
woll known and éncouraged be- 
cause of, their prowess against 
rats, as, for exaniple, a white cat 
bolonging to a well-known Civil 
servant, which spends most of its 
time in the Gardens and goes 
regularly.to the store yard for a 
ration of milk. Many years ago 
there was great disturbance at 
night in the Elephant House, the 
elephants screaming in rage and 
fear, Old Barilett, who was then 
superintendent,, after much caro-

nibbled the feot of the elephants, 
causing pain dq serious injury 
ta. them. ° 


In'the first nine: months of this 
year 4,040 rats were taken by 
traps, killed by dogs in the early 
morning or ot dusk, or ay in 
the Gardens and used as food.

Use of this lever must be based 
on the theory of ignition timing, 
which is briefly this. An explo- 
isve vapour requires a certain 
amount of Lime before ignition is 
complete, and this time varies 
slightly according 10 whether the 
vapour is in fact richer or weaker 
than the theoretically perfect pro- 
portions. Generally speaking a 
weak’ mixture requires more time 
than a rich one.’ A loose but 
readily understood way of stating 
the theory of ignition timing is 
to say that the spark has certain 
work to do for the piston which 
it must complete at a given point 
in the piston’s career and over 
Which it. mus€ expeet to take a 
certainy time. As the piston, 
moving faster,, approaches the 
critical point in its careér more 
rapidly the spark must commence 
its work earlier in order to, com- 
plete it “on time.” The rule, 
therefore, is that spark advance 
should follow increased ‘engine 
speed {irrespective of the speed 
of the car), and that the ‘spark 
should be retarded at once. should 
the engine speed drop from any 
cause. :
